Important Session opens Thursday relations between the Dominion and

Ottawa, January 27 Pursuing its 
exhuustive inquiry, the commission on 
Dominion-Provincial Relations unde: 
|W. N. Rowell, have been discussing 
briefs presented by large national or- 
ganizations. ln the quiet of the rail- 
Way cocmmittee room of the House of 
Commons the Commissioners have 
been hearing these briefs explained 
by the representatives of these organ- 
izations, What impresses the listener 
in these hearings is that the submis- 
sions have been elaborately and care- 
tully prepared and that as an exposi- 
| tion of what is wrong they are first 
; rate, but that in suggesting remedies 
they are not quite so convincing, in’ 
some Cases those appearing before the 
Commission seem to think that all 
they need to do is present a picture of 
conditions as they exist, and the pic 
and 


furnish the remedies, The Commis- 
sioners being human would doubtless 
welcome aid in solving the colossal 
problems which face them in this in- 
quiry, 

Constructive suggestions on a wide 
range of subjects have however been 
advanced by industrial and social or- 
ganizaitnos, such groups as the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers Association,  in- 
surance bodies, real estate boards, 
League for Social Reconstruction, 
League of Nations in Canada, ete. It 
would be foolish to hazard a guess at 
what practical results will come from 
the hearings of teh Commission. They 
are a fact finding body and will give 
recommendations to the government. 
But it is doubtful if since confedera- 
tion there has ever been painted a 
more complete canvas of the inner 
working of our federal constitution, 
particularly in itsfinancial features as 
that now being made on the records 
of the commission. It is like the pic- 
ture of Oliver Cromwell. Not a line or 
wrinkle is left out, It would need a 
very profound and astute student to 
find out any weakness in the financial

From the observer's Staudpoint, 


perhaps the Wost interesting points 
brought out in the briefs laid before 
the cocmimission relate to the coun- 
try’s taxation system. A great deal 
of reterence has been made to waste 
and duplication in the system and a 
greater consolidation and cenwaliza- 
1 tion of tax collecting media in the 
country are suggested as a means of 
remedying to some extent at least 
these defects, 

Within a lew days now the new ses- 
sion of parliament wil lopen, and the 
Speech trom the Throne will outline 
in general form the main features of 
the legislation which the government 
will bring before parliament. Letters 
have been sent to the provincial pre- 
miers intorming them of the nature ot 
the proposed amendment to the Brit- 
|ish North America Act which would 
| give the Dominion the power to pass 
} am unemployment insurance act, The 

wording of the amendment would be 
simple enough adding to the powers 

designated as under the jurisdiction 
of the Dominion a phrase referring to 
unemployment insurance. Amend- 
ments have been made to the consti- 
tution of Australia in a similar way. 
The actual way in which the amend- 

Ment would be Made would be through 

joint address of both houses of par- 


liament to the British parliament. The 
agreement of the British parliament 
would be merely a formality. 

It is fair to assume that the session 
will be lively and probably quite long. 
The question of power export, tar- 
iffs, defence, unemployment reliet 
and insurance, trade relations and 
treaties, and Many other questions 
will give plenty of scope for discus- 
sion. Western Members have already 
indicated their intention of making 
reductions in tariffe on farm  equip- 
ment and other articles used in their 
part of the country a subject of cate- 


gorical questioning.
